Pushing Dalion’s Advantages. 

Mr. Sam) Maddox, of Dalton, and Mr. C. 
L.. Knight, of the East Tennessee railroad, 
were here yesterday acting with Judge 
Maddox to get the propesed federal prison 
for the south located at Dalton. 

Judge-Maddox and these two Georgians 
called upon the attorney general and the 
secretary of the interior and argued the 
question with them. They held that the 
location of Dalton is the best in the south- 
ern territory. They say there is no place 
more healthy, and further, that it is bet- 
ter to locate such a prison at a small town 
like Dalton, which has splendid railroad fa- 
cilities. Judge Maddox Says in the event 
that Dalton is not given fair consideration 
by the board which is to locate the prisons, 
he will bring the matter before congress, 
Which is to make an appropriation for the 
construction of these prisons before any- 
thing can be done. It seems quite certain 
that Georgia will get the prison, but it is 
a three-corned fight. Judge Maddox is pull- 
ing for Dalton—Major Black is pulling for 
Augusta and Colonel Livingston: is pulling 
for Atlanta. Colonel Livingston, however, 
has the advantage in that Secretary Smith 
is one of the two men on the board to lo- 
cate the prison, and Secretary Smith has 
already declared for Atlanta. The question, 
however, places Secretary Smith in an em- 
barrasing attitude. Being a resident of 
Atlanta, of course he is for Atlanta, but if 
he chooses gitlanta in preference to the 
claims. of both Dalton ana Augusta, he will 
make the advocates of both Augusta and 
Dalton angry. Colonel Livingston did not 
know of the presence of Mr. Maddox and 
Mr. Knight here yesterday, and he was: at 
the department of justice to talk with Sec- 
retary Olney about the matter. When Col- 
onel Livingston returned to the capitol, he 
expressed perfect confidence that Atlanta 
would get the southern prison. But as Sec- 
retary Smith has one of two votes in chooas- 
ing the site, Georgia should get it. Indeed, 
it f probable tnat Secretaries Smith and Ol- 
ney will agree that Mr. Smith shall. select 
the location of the southern prison, and 
Mr. Olney that of the narthern prison. The 
question new is, will Secretary Smith choose 
Atlanta? E. W. B. 


THE COMING WEEK. 
Biand’s Seignorage Bill Has the Right 
of Way in the House. 
Washington, February 11.—The event of 
the week is expected to be the vote in the 
house on the Bland seigniorage bill, pro- 
vided that measure is not sidetracked be- 
fore the last legislative stage is reached. 
It is not expected, in any event, that a 
decisive vote can be had before Wednesday 
afternoon and probably not before Thurs- 
day. The chaiman cf the committee of the 
whole on Frinday last, announced that up- 
wards of forty gentiemen desire to speak 
on the bill. While it is not probable that 


“all of this number will be heard, it is safe 


to assume that more than twenty on the 
list will attempt to address the house at 
greater or less length. There cannot be 
more than two hours’ debate on the bill 
Monday, in as much as the-~ Stanford lo- 
gies have been made a special order for 3 
o’clock on that day. 

The contested election case of O’Niell, 
democrat, vs. Joy, republican, the sitting 
member of the elevemth Missouri (St, Louis) 
district has the right of way as the ques- 
tion of the highest prfvilege, if Mr. Patter- 
son, of Tennessee, who has it in charge 
on behalf of the committee on elections, 
should choose to insist on his rights. Some 
time during the week this matter is sure 
to come up. It has been agreed that six 
hours shall be set aside for the considera- 
tion of this case, which will, of course, 
carry it over to the foNowing day before 
a vote can be reached. After this case has 
been disposed of, the appropriations commit- 
tee will bring forward some of the bills re- 
ported by them that are now on the calen- 
dar. There are five of these measures, viz: 
Urgent deficiency, fortifications, pensions, 
District of Columbia and sundry civil.

In the senate there may be some renewal 
of the Hawaiian debate, as Senator Daniels 
and Senator Gray, the latter a member of 
the committee on foreign relations, have 
given notice of speeches on that subject, 
which will not probably be deferred until 
the report of the committee is made. The 
Berry bill, requiring railroads in the Indian 
territory to stop at town sites, is the un- 
finished business. An adjournment over 
from Thurscay until the following Monday 
is to be expected in order to give the com- 
mittee now engaged in the revision ‘of the 
tariff bill further opportunity to complete 
their labors. In the event that the commit- 
tee on the judiciary should dispose of the 
Peckham nomination at tomorrow’s meet- 
ing, there may be a short but savage con- 
test in executive session.

Emperor William Has. Another Cel- 
ebration with Plenty of Beer. 


PRAISE FOR AMERICAN’ TEACHERS 


Our School System Is Pronounced Supe- 
rior to That ofthe Thorough Germans. 
A High Rolling Count Leaves Berlin. 


Berlin, February 11.—(Copyright 186 by 
the United Press.)}—The banquet at the 
Russian embassy last evening is bound to 
provide food for reflection in al the capi- 
tals of the continent. 

Count Schouva'‘off, Russian ambassador 
to Germany, took advantage of the oc- 
casion to speak warmly of the commercial 
entente just accomplished end to add a 
few words pointing to a further under- 
standing between Russia «and Germany in 
the interest of the peace of Europe. His 
speech was a blow to France, defeating all 
the expectations aroused in Paris by the 
naval demonstration of. the Russians at 
Toulon last fall. . 

Will Entertain the Chancellor. 

The Russian delegates in the treaty com- 
mission will entertain Chance-lor Von Ca- 
privi soon at, a dinner in the Kaiserhof and 
several conspicuous agrarian conservatives 
have been invited to be present. Upon the 
presentation of the commercial convention 
in the reichstag Herr Von Kardorff, acting 
for the agrarians, will propose a sliding 
scale of duties on rye and wheat, the scale 
to be regulated according to the fluctua- 
tions of the rouble. 

In ldbbying for this proposal he got only 
sixty signatures from the 172 members who 
are supposed to be agrarians. An analysis 
of the treaty shows that the chancellor got 
the best terms possible. He has conceded 
onty the tariff rates offered to Russia in 
June, 1891, prior to the tariff war. The 
ezar leaves the ratification of the treaty 
open for one year. 

Attached to the treaty is a curious stipu- 
lation that Prussia shall introduce in the 
landtag a bill proposing a monopoly in-the 
reduction of explosives and of magnesium 
and potassium salts. The federal council 
got the draft of the treaty only last Thurs- 
day and it, therefore, will be impossible 
for the reichstag to discuss it immediately. 

To Abolish the Identity Certificates. 

With the treaty Caprivi presented a pro- 
posa: to abolish the so-called identify cer- 
tificates concerning the origin of wheat 
shipments. The conservative newspapers 
say that Count Botho Zu Eulenburg, Prus- 
sian premier, told the federal council that 
the conservatives having found oppos.tion 
useless, had agreed to accept the wheat 
policy of the emperor and the chancellor. 

The Kreuz Zeitung, the organ of the ultra 
conservatives, continues, nevertheless, to 
attack the Russian treaty. Yesterday it 
said: 

“We still hope that the government will 
abandon its attitude of bowing before Rus- 
sia. It is taking a new and deplorable posi- 
tion for Germany to suppose that the em- 
pire must submit to the czar’s behest in or- 
der to avoid war. If such a course be re- 
garded as necessary, the country is justi- 
fied in asking why we made the great in- 
crease of the army if we are to surrender at 
once to the menace of a neighboring power 
against wifom the increase was openly di- 
rected. It only remains to turn the annex- 
ed provinces to France and then peace will 
be assured. An economic policy based on 
trade interests must soon arrive at the 
point reached in England, where the motto 
is ‘peace at any price.’ 

The Twenty-Fifth Anniversary. 

Friday was the twenyt-fifth anniversary 
of the emperor's entering as lieutenant the 
first foot guards and the celebration was a 
function of the first magnitude. 

The crack regiment was drawn up on the 
Sehloss esplanade in an open square, the 
fourth side being formed by the retired offi- 
eers and the corps of foreign miélitary at- 
taches. The emperor, with his eldest two 
sons and q@ll the Prussian princes were at 
the center of this miscellaneous group, He 
wére all the Prussian: decorations, including 
the cross for twenty-five years’ service in 
the army. After walking along the sides 
of the square, talking with both officers and 
men, the emperor said that he néver had 
had cause, thank God, to lead the regi- 
ment into battie for the defense of the fath- 
erland, «but when the necessity for 
such defense showiu arrive, he 
knew that all the men before him would 
give their lives freely to save their country. 

After the emperor’s speech, Colonel von 
Kessell, commander of the regiment, thank- 
ed the emperor cordially for his expressions 
of confidenee and proposed a succession of 
*hochs”’ to his majesty. 

The regiment then marched past before 


‘the whole imperial family. In commem- 


oration of the day, the emperor gave every 


.man in the regiment a new aluminum hel- 


met of the. shape used in Frederick. the 


 Great’s army. After the parade, 2.525 men 


of rank and file were regaled with roasted 
meats, stewed fruits and unlimited beer. 
The officers were entertained in the marble 
halls of the castle by the emperor, who sat 
at the head of the table. 

French Demands Refused. 

The Koelnische Zietung published a state- 
ment on Friday that the French commis- 
sioners sent to Berlin to negotiate for: the 
delineation. of spheres of influence in 
northwest Africa had accomplished their 
mission with success. 

This statement is untrue. The French 
commissioners started for home on Thurs- 
day, leaving the matters exactly as they 
were. ce’s Gemands were refused. 
Chancellor von Caprivi. Suggested the ap- 
pointment of a new commission to settle 
the French claims to Hinterland, in the 
region of the Upper Nile, and Taken Tchad, 
but France replied that her sphere of in- 
fluence in these regions was already ac- 
knowledged and could not be made a sub-

THE COLT’S. FACTORY BURNED. 


A Loss of $250,000 the Result of a Fire 
at Hartford. ' 

Hartford, Conn., February 11.—Colt’s 
Patent Firearms Manufacturing Company’s 
plant was partly destroyed by fire this af- 
ternoon, involving a loss of nearly $250,000. 
The fire started near the boiler house, and 
when discovered, had communicated to an 
elevator and a tier of closets running up 
three stories near the main wall of the 
armory. 

The building where the fire originated 
was of stone and brick, Mhree stories, and 
nearly four hundred feet long, connecting 
the east and west armories. The three-story 
building’ containing the two armories is 
partially destroyed. East of the dividing 
brick wall it is all gone, and west of it the 
roof and top story are burnt off. The loss 
om the building is estimated at $73,000. There 
were seventy-five Universal printing presses 
ready for shipment, which were totally de- 
Stroyed. In the attic were fifty thousand 
black walnut gun stocks seasoning. These 
were also a total loss. T. D. Pierce, nickel- 
piater, on the third floor, lost most of his 
machinery.

Board of Trade Bailding Barned. 

Duluth, Minn., February 11.-—-The board 
of trade building, in which were located the 
offices of the lard, -the North American 
and Western Union Telegraph Companies, 
the American Steel Barge Company, the 
Lake Superior Union Improvement and Du- 
luth Elevator Companies and the offices of 
nearly all the city grain and vessel firms, 
was enttrely destroyed by fire at noon today. 
The board of trade building was built in 
1885 and cost $75,000. The total loss by the 
fire is $94,000, with an insurance of $80,000.

She Left France with Her Children to 
Escape the Decree of the Courts. 

New York, February 11.—Frincess Eveline 
Galotrow Colonna and her three children 
arrived here this morning on the steamer 
New York from Southampton. She was ac- 
companied by her step-brother, J. W. 
Mackay, Jr. The princess hurriedly left 
France with her children week before last 
and her departure was surrounded by con- 
siderable mystery. The fact that she has 
taken the children out of France is said to 
be a violation of French law, as the chil- 
dren were under the jurisdiction of the 
courts. The domestic differences of the 
Prince Coionne and the princess were being 
adjudicated by the courts of France and 
the prince had sued for contro: of the chil- 
dren. 

To avoid surrendering the children, the 
princess was said to have left the country 
and escaped from the decree of the French 
court. 

Mrs. Mackay, her mother, is sti} living in 
London. When the New York drew into 
her dock today Mr. Mackay, the princess's 
step-father, was waiting on the dock with 
his business partner. Mr. Mackay declined 
to discuss the affairs of his daughter. As 
soon as the gang plank was lowered the 
princess descended from the steamer, fol- 
lowered by her brother, her maid and the 
three children, who; were dressed in natty 
Italian sailor costumes, 

She was met ky her father, who warmly 
greeted her and immediately conducted 
her to a carriage in waiting. John W. 
Mackay, Jr., when approached by a. re 
porter said the family were averse to mak- 
ing their domestic affairs pub.ic. He said 
his sister had no statemefit to give to the 
public.

The erection 6f Hidalgo statue will short- 
ly be followed by that of Juarez, the pres- 
ident of the reformation. The statue ol 
Hidaigo,.the patriot priest of Mexico, Is of 
bronze, and stands seventeen feet in height. 
With its companion piece of Juarez it is 
now in one of the courts~of the national 
palace awaiting erection. ‘sae statues are 
designed and cast in Rome by the noted 
sculptors, Guis Trabacchi and A. Concettl, 
in 1881. 

The memorial to Hidalgo. when finished, 
will stand nearly ninety feet in height, with 
an extreme diameter at the base of over 
eighty feet. The pedestal will be of various 
kinds of Mexican marble, with urns and 
caps of granite. The facing: of the storied 
pedestal will bear three bas reliefs repre- 
senting the epochs of Mexican independ- 
ence, while the fourth face will show the 
Mexican coat of arms. Four mammoth fig- 
ures represent scenes in allegory, and as 
companion pieces will have four three-piece 
groups of figures of the patriots who fol- 
lowed the martial priests in the wars for 
freedom, All of the bas reliefs, statues 
and figures, as well as the wreaths and 
other ornamentation, will ve in heavy 
bronze. Surmounting all, the heroic mgwe 
of Hidalgo, with hand raised in command, 
will poise in his characteristic attitude, 
his ecclesiastical robes supplanted by the 
martial cloak and vestments of war. The 
work in its entirety of conception and 
strength of grace is most happy in its gen- 
eral effect and will doubtless take rank 
along with the great pieces of the- day. 


A Famous Drive. 

When both the monuments and statues 
are erected, the already world-noted Paseo 
will take a still higher place among the 
famous driveways of the time. For a mile 
of its length it is already bordered with 
bronge statves, memortal urns and great 
eucalyptus trees towering aloft as ranks 
of leafy sentinels. At the head of the drive 
is the equestrian statue of Carlos IV, of 
Spain, made in the last century and long 
known as the largest single bronze casting 
in the world. Just beyond, looking off to 
the east, are the figures of two Aztec war- 
riors in heroic size, fully accoutred for bat- 
tle, giants in strength and appearing lions 
of courage. To the fine monument and 
statue of Columbus, a quarter of a mile 
away, the sides of the broad boulevard 
rear statues in honor of many. of the men 
who have figured in the large things of 
Mexican history, and not only bear a place 
on their pedestals of granite, but also in 
the enduring love of memory in the hearts 
of the nation. Occupying the first gloriet- 
ta or circular court, is a magnificent Colum- 
bus memorial, having as its climax the 
figure of the discoverer in the act of lift- 
ing the obscuring veil from off the giobe. 
Beneath are the holy Spanish padres, who 
helped by their sympathy and support in 
the historic accomplishments in the life of 
Columbus. They are accompanied by _ bas 
reliefs of other scenes bearing on the ex- 
plorations made. 

Triamph of Art. 

The work altogether is a triumph of the 
Sculptor’s art, and was presented to the 
city. Still beyond, a quarter of a rnile, is 
another great monument and statue. This 
is the best representation yet erected to the 
aboriginal heroes, who figured so ’argely in 
American history, and especially in opros- 
ing the rule of the Spanish despots in Batin 


America. Standing aloft in full war dress 


is the great figure of the brave Aztec 
ctsieftait, Cuauhtemoc, with the defiant dis- 
dain shown in the steady gaze and fearless 
face lines which the Spaniards, to their sor- 
row, found inground on the new world na- 
ture when oppressed. Beneath in bas relief 
are scenes of the torture of Cuauhtemoc and 
his warriors by the Spaniards after their 
capture. The monument is @ memorial to 
the noble defenders of Guerfero liberty, 
erected as a tribute to their unstained pur- 
ity of patriotism by the followers after the 
way of liberty in later days. Over a mile 
beyond the Paseo ends in the approach to 
the castle of Chapultepec, the white house 
of Mexico.

The Negro Had Committed the Usual 
Crime. 

Knoxville, Tenn., February 11.—(Special.) 
A'‘negro tramp was lynched at Pioneer, on 
the Knoxville and. Qhio read in the center 
of the mining region at 3 o'clock this af- 
ternoon. On Saturday he made a criminal 
assault on a young white woman, Mrs. Sal- 
lie Taylor, daughter of one of the leading 
men of Campbell county.

I shall 
go about it fearlessly, but respectfully, and 
fam not losing any sleep over what my 
political fate will be. As what ambition I 
might have had is satisfied, that is a mat- 
ter of small moment.”’ 

Friends of Senator Butler say that he has 
several times expressed the same sentiments 
a little more plainly, and that it can be put 
down that he will not submit to bulldozing 
on the stump.

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Convicts Are Not to Be. Employed on: 
Macon’s Sewers. 
THEY ARE PROBABLY GEAD OF IT 


Councilmen Treat the Chaingang Prisoners 
: With Marked Consideration—Bissell 
~ Keeps Up the Suspense. 
a SSS 


Macon, Ga., February 11.—(Special.)}—Hon. 
T.\J. Carling, chairman of the city. coun- 
cil,.of Macon, is certainly the friend of free 
labor, and he demonstrated this conclusive- 
ly yesterday afternoon at a meeting of 
the chairmen of the various committe4s of 
the general advisory committee on the con- 
struction of sanitary sewefes for Macon. 
Bonds to the amount of $200,000 have been 
voted for services and sealed *bids to do 
. the work will be received by the board of 
public works uiitil February 26th. The in@- 
cations are there will<be numerous: bidders 
»from all parts ofthe eountrys~Letters have 
“heen received from several parties résiding 
‘Outside. of Georgia inquiring if convicts will 
‘be allowed.to be employed on the works. 
The wiiters of thease ié¢tters: say that they 
@esire to Bid on the sewers, but they will 
not bid if any. bidder is allowed toxemploy 
convicts, fer free labor cannoét be obtained 
as cheap as convict labor, and bidders who 
expect. to employ free labor cannot compete 
with bidders who propose to employ convict 
labor. 

Chairman Carling, of the city council, 
Sprung the matter at the advisory meeting 
yesterday, and entered his earnest protest 
against the employment of convict labor in 
the construction of the sewers, and by his 
earnest opposition firmly established him- 
self as the friend of free labor. The senti- 
ments of Mr. Carling were cordially and 
unanimously endorsed by the other members 
of tHe meeting, and it was emphatically 
agreely that no convict Jabor shall be em- 
ployed'on the sewers. 

So opposed is Mr. Carling to the einploy- 
ment of ccnvict labor in any field where it 
can possibly be in competition with free la- 
bor he is almost constrained to take the por 
sitioa that no brick or other material made 
by convict labor should be allowed to be 
ee sr engin of sewers. Howev- 
er, me and the committee wil 
this extent, and they gee Rigg i ow So 
Simply to declare that no convicts shall be 
employed in the work of constructing the 
Sewers. Bidders can, therefore, govern 
themselves accordingly. 

There Is Another Consideration. 

Apart from the determination mentioned 
above that convict !abor shall not build the 
sewers of Macon because of their inter- 
ference with free labor, there is another 
consideration why convicts should not be 
employed in this work. It is abhorrent to 
have the convicts working on the streets 
where men, women and children can see 
the criminals and unfortunate creatures. 
The sight is repulsive, and as an object 
lesson it is not instructive or entertaining. 
Some years ago persons convicted in the 
mayor’s court were frequently required to 
work the streets of Macon, but the city 
abandoned this practice long since and now 
leases her prisoners to the couhty for $2,500 
per year and they are employed on the 
public roads outside of Macon and are re- 
movéd from the gaze of the ‘populous. city. 

Macon’s New Postmaster. 

The one absorbing question with the peo- 
ple of this city at present is who will Presi- 
‘dent Cleveland appoint postmaster at 
Macon—ex-Mayor Daisy Price or Mr. Dick 
Findlay? Two. other candidates-have their. 
apptications on file, to-wit: Messrs. Henry 
Oliver and William Singleton, but by com- 
mon assent the contest has been narrowed 
down and placed between Price and Find- 
lay. 'Major Chris Findlay, father of the ap- 
plicant for the office, and Hon. ‘‘Preach’’ 
Hardeman went to Washington about a 
week ago in the interest of Dick Findlay. 
It was expected that they would return to 
Macon tonight, but latest information is 
they will not come back for several days. 
People are conjecturing as to what their 
stay in Washington means. It is generally 
believed that the appointment wil! certain- 
ly be made this week. Postmaster General 
Bissell is simply taking his time about it. 
He can’t be hurried, and tnere is no use 
trying to do so. The report here is that 
Senator Gordon, Secretary Hoke Smith and 
Congressman Cabaniss have endorsed 
Price. It is not known how Senator Col- 
quitt stands on the question. Public opin- 
ion is that as goes Cabaniss so goes the 
appointment. The Macon postmastership 
may cut a prominent part in the next 
congressional race in this district. In fact 
it may figure more or less in the municipal 
and county politics in the near future, and 
when the appointment is settled a little 
more interest may be manifested in the 
gubernatorial campaign in Bibb. 

Going to Brunswick. 

The committee from the city council and 
from the Macon Exposition Company wil, 
leave Tuesday night or early Wednesday 
morning for Brunswick to,confer with the 
Georgia Agricultural Society at its semi- 
annual convention in reference to the so- 
ciety and the company uniting and having 
a grand state fair and exposition at Macon 
next fall. It is expected that satisfactory 
terms and agreement will be arranged be- 
tween the two organizations. Tomorrow 
afternoon at 4 o’clock the subscribers to 
the capital stock of the Macon Exposition 
Company and the committee of 
iifty who have been managing 
all the preliminaries to the organization of 
the company, will meet for the election of 
officers, directors, etc. A full attendance 
is desired. It is proposed to operate the 
State fair and exposition at Macon next 
fall after the manner of the exhibition last 
year at Augusta, but on a mofe extensive 
and elaborate scale. 

Grand Trades Display. 

It is propdsed to have a grand trades 
display dt Macon next fall at the time of 
the State fair and exposition. This would 
be a great attraction and would.draw thou- 
sands of visitors to the city. There have 
peen several trades displays of great mag- 
nitude and beauty in Macon, but it is in- 
tended that the display this year shall 
eclipse anything ever seen in Georgia. The 
trades Gisplay will be only one. of the many 
attractions to be at the State fair and Ma- 
con exposition. 

About Well-Known Persons.

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we What Then? 

The New York Journal of Commerce 

Weciares that if the seigniorage Dill 
_passes‘the banking and investment in- 
terests: “will rush to protect themselves 
by turning their various assets into 
gold,” and then “we shall be driven into 
® suspension of gold payments, the gov- 
ernment included.” 

Well, what Then? What is there in a 
suspension of gold payments calculated 
to alarm any sensible person? No doubt 
The Journal of Commerce forgets that 
the people of this country enjoyed a pe- 
riod of prosperity under the suspension 
of gold payments. But the people have 
not forgotten it, and they are not likely 
to forget it. 

If The Journal of Commerce can point 
to any inconvenience to which the people 
of this country will be put by the sus- 
pension of gold payments, we shall be 
giad to present it for the benefit of our 
readers. It will make interesting read- 
ing. 

What does a suspension of gold pay- 
ments mean? Simply a preniium on 
gold. For years we had a premium first 
on gold, then on silver, and finally on 


both gold and silver, and no interest of 
the people was affected by it. Thereisa 
premium on gold every time the Bank 
of Engkind increases its discount rate 
above + per cent. There is a premium 
on gold’ whenever the variation in ex- 
changes admits of the profitable export 
of the yellow metal. 

But what interest is hurt by it? It 
foesn’t hurt the prosperity of the peo- 
ple, and, at the present juncture, would 
aid them materially in crawling out of 
the deepest financial quagmire the coun- 
try has ever been forced into. 

The people have their silver coin, their 
treasury notes and their other forms of 
paper currency, and a premium on gold 
would not injure their interests in the 
slightest degree. On the contrary it 
would enable them to set the wheels of 
business and industry in motion, and 
lift the pressure of the single gold stand- 
ard. 

In short, a premium on gold, as The 
Bournal of Commerce knows very well, 
is simply a matter for the arbitrage 
“rms to discuss and adjust. If so simple 
@ thing as the seigniorage bill will bring 
it about. by all means let that measure 
be promptly made a law! 


Wages arid the Gold Standard. 


‘Some months ago'The Constitution dis- 
sussed the relations that exist between 


wages and prices.-It stated that a period 
pf low prices must necessarily have a 
Gepressing and a demoralizing effect on 
wages. This is not a’new fact. It is as 
old as human experience, but its opera- 
tions have been more clearly set forth 
during the past twenty years, or since 
the demonetization of silver by Germany 
and the United States, than ever before. 
Since that event, prices have been con- 
stantly going down in all the geld stand- 
ard countries. In England ‘and Ger- 
many especially the speetacle of wages 
following the downward tendency of 
prices has beén one of the most instruc- 
tive social phenomena of the times. We 
Bay “social” instead of “economic” be- 
cause the term in its larger sense ad- 
mits of a definition that describes the 
drift of things where the pressure of the 
gold standard is most powerful. 
There is no such phenomenon 
falling 


of 
wages and prices’ in France 
—thoug there has been a fall 
there—for the simple reason that 
the volume of currency is on a bi- 
metallic basis—the silver coin not being 
convertible by law into gold—and is large 
enough to meet the requirements of 
all classes and all interests. Another 
reason, too, lies in thé fact ‘that the pop- 
ulation of France is not increasing. It 
is barely holding its own. And yet, the 
fact remains that France, prosperous as 
her people are, would be in a more pros- 
perous condition today if’ the value ef. 
gold—the purchasing power of the gold 
dollar—were not constantly increasing. 
i In this country the pressure of the sin- 
gle gold standard was not severely felt 
wntil after the closing of the Indian. mints 
to silver made a money crisis inevitable. 
This, together with the declared poli- 
cy of Mr. Carlisle that he would redeem 
the silver notes in gold only, pre- 
cipitated the “panic” which is 
still with us, and which will 
continue to abide with us until silver is 
made a definite part of our money of final 
payment. The panic of 1873, precisely 
similar to the present crisis, was mod- 
ified and mitigated first, by the law prac- 
tically repealing the resumption act— 
Geclaring that the greenbacks should be 
reissued as rapidly as they are redeemed 
and, second,.by the Bland-Allison act 
be . wf 1878. | 
-- ‘These laws modified to an appreciable 
@xtent the pressure of the single gold 
ftandard. In other words they prevent- 
_ $d a collapse in prices, wages and pros-

. ‘There is a conflict of opinion between Mr. 


been nothing in the way of such col- 


lapse except the almost imperceptible in-., 


fluence “of silver purchases under the 
Sherman law. That law is now no more, 
and the country has an opportunity of 
realizing to a very full extent the beau- 
ties of the single gold standard in its 
operations on prices, wages and prosper- 
ity. The increasing pressure of the’ con- 
ditions which have been. forced on the 
people“has its only limit and boundary 
in the ability of the people to stand it. 

We have not wandered away from. the 
wage question. If low prices were caused 
by improved methods of production, and 
not by the constant increase of the pur- 
chasing power of the gold dollar,. the 
country would be prosperous, and wages 
would not suffer to any great extent. But 
business is prostrated except to the ex- 
tent that the necessities’ of -the ‘people 
are imperative. Traffic on the railroads 
is at'a low ebb, and the reports of one 
hundred and twenty-three roads show 
a decrease in earnings for January of 
nearly $5,000,000 as compared with Jan- 
uary, 1893. 

This is ominous enough in all con- 
science, for it means a further reduction 
of expenses, and this, in turn, means 
not only lower wages for the employes, 
but hundreds of men thrown out of em- 
ployment. But there is another fact 
still more ominous. The statisticians 
whose business it is to take the measure 
of wages, so to speak, report that during 
the last twelve months—let us say since 
last June—wages have been'reduced 80 
per cent as compared with.the year be- 
fore. This per cent applies’ billy ‘to re- 
ductions. No account whatever ,is taken 
of the millions of men who have been 
thrown out of employment since last 
June.. If the labor waste were to be 
taken into account by the statisticians, 
the amount that has been confiscated 
from the pockets of the workingmen 
would reach into the billions. _ ©. 

And the’ end is nét yet. Nor will the 
end of.the robbery and confiscation come 
until silver is restored to our currency 
system as a part of the money of final 
payment: 


Of National Interest. 

It is announced as one of the main at- 
tractions of the tri-state fair at Chatta- 
nooga, this fall, that the Chickamauga 
national purk will be dedicated at that 
time. 

While the government is engaged in 
the business of turning battlefields Into 
national parks, and erecting stately mon- 
uments to colnmemorate American valor, 
Atianta should not be overlooked. The 
government cannot afford to establish 
a string of national parks all the way 
from Chickamauga to Savannah, but at 
a midway point like Atlanta, famous for 
its siege and the battles around it, and 
famous also as the starting point of the 
march to the sea, it would gratify the 
entire nation to see an effort made to re- 
construct and preserve some of the old 
forts, and suitably mark the battle- 
grounds, and erect a monument that 
would be worthy of those who wore the 
blue and the gray. 

If we wait a few years longer it will 
he too late. The old landmarks will dis- 
appear, and the survivors of the war 
There should 
be a score of historic spots in and around 
Atlanta properly memorialized in marble 
or bronze, The tourists who come here 
from the north and from Europe are al- 
ways seeking these localities, and it is 
almost impossible for the younger gen- 
eration to respond to the inquiries of the 
outsiders who display so much interest 
in our history. 

If Chickamauga is to be a_ notable 
feature in the tri-state fair at Chatta- 
nooga, we should make our siege and 
its accompanying battlefields among the 
leading attractions of our’ exposition for 
the benefit of the Grand Army of the 
Republic. The confederate veterans 
should take the matter in hand and act 
at an early day. 


The Upper House. 

In all countries where parliamentary 
bodies transact legislative business the 
question of the usefulness of the so-called 
upper house is always in dispute. 

Here in America there are thousands 
of citizens who would gladly abolish the 
senate, and there is a strong movement 
in England to get rid of the house of 
lords. The objection to an upper house 
in England is well founded, because 
there is really no sense. or justice in 
making the accident of birth constitute 
a powerful branch of parliament. Mr. 
Gladstone. and other liberal-minded 
statesmen who are .reluctant to move 
against the lords are perhaps influenced 


‘by something more than their respect for 


the traditions of their country. 

The idea of hereditary legislators is 
bad enough, but in all representative 
governments it is well to have two 
branches of the legislature. France tried 
the single house system in the earlier 
days of the revolution and came to grief. 
Georgia more than a century ago tried 
the same plan and had to give it up. 
When the law-making power is confided 
to one body there ts great danger of un- 
due haste, and the experience of genera- 
tions has shown that it is better to have 
a check in the shape of the sober con- 
sideration of another body of legislators 
sitting in a separate chamber. 

The upper house will remain a perma- 
nent fixture in all civilized countries. In 
England ‘the people may get rid of the 
hereditary feature, and in this country 
we may So modify our methods as to 


bring the senatorial eandidates face to 


face with the people, so that their views 


‘may be thoroughly understood by the 


masses, but it ig not likely that any 
country will ever return to the old 
fashion of having a single assembly to 
conduct its «legislation. Possibly the 
lords will have to go, but there will al- 
Wways_be an upper house in England. In 
the United States the senators may be- 
come more directly responsible to the 
masses, and may be directly or indi-, 


“rectly elected by them, but there will 


always be a senate. The upper house 
will last in some shape as long as _repre- 
sentative governments endure.

One of the sur- 
est signs of our country’s decay is the gen- 
eral neglect of this duty. Over indulgence 
of self, and of those for whom they are re- 
sponsible, is one of the besetting sins of our 
people. The law of the average American 
household, is not the will of the parent, but 
the wish of the child. Thousands of fath- 
ers and mothers to avoid the unpleasantness 
of an issue with their children, allow them 
to have their own way. They imagine that 
the surrender of their right to rule their off- 
spring is proof of kindness of heart, when 
the truth Is that it is proof af @othing but 
the love of self. The child wants to eat 
something which is unwholesome, and the 
mother does not forbid it, because she wants 
to avoid the pain of hearing the child cry. 
A boy wants to quit school, and his father 
does not forbid it, because he fears it might 
require the use of the roa to enforce his 
authority. It is so much easier to give in 
than refuse, ana in ytelding we take credit 
for kindness to our children, when in truth 
we are kind only to ourselves. 

The effect of this looseness of parental 
government is apparent both in the manners 
and morals of An.erican children. It is the 
habit of Europeans, in writing 
about our country, to say that we 
have the worst children in the world. 

The modern let-alone theory of child- 
training is a reaction from a theory that 
was unduly severe. But if I had to cnoose 
between the two, I would take the old meth- 
od of discipline. Under that there would be 
no young ladies of ten years, no gentlemen 
of twelve, and no old fellows at twenty-five. 
It is the fruits of our so-called “liberal 
training,’’ that have cause our foreign crit- 
ics to say that we have no children; that 
our infants leap from the nursery into the 
drawing room; that our boys, who should 
still be wearing knee-pants, and our girls, 
who should still be in short dresses, are 
veterans in the ways of fashion, and reign- 
ins spirits at club banquets and state din- 
ners. 

Where parental authority is abandoned, 
social discipline is corrupted at its y 
fountain head. The weakness and p 
our country today is due to the lack 
erence for authority... Men band to ner 
and take prisoners from jails and hang them 
in defiance of the state. Muyltitudes of our 
pecple will glorify a ruffian like Corbett or 
Mitchell, in the act of trampling upon the 
laws of their own commonwealth, and then 
ridicule and belittle the officials who at- 
tempt to maintain the authority and dignity 
of the state. While this spirit is abroad in 
the land our government and institutions 
are in constant peril. 

The boy who does not reverence the au- 
thority of his parents in the family, when 
he has grown to manhood will reverence 
nothing. The child that is brougt up in a 
home where parents surrender their prerog- 
ative to rule, is destined to be a disturbing 
element in the state. This laxity of home- 
discipline is rapidly extending, ang if it 
cannot be checked there is no hope for our 
country. Parents, as God’s messenger, Il 
stand here today to warn you of the de- 
struction that will come upon you, your 
land and yout posterity if you fail to return 
to God’s order, and to rule your household 
according to his will. And let me say to 
the children who are here today: “Obey 
your parents.’’ Honor them by a reverent 
submission to their authority. In doing this 
you will not only gratify them and please 
God, but you will develop those virtues 
without which you wilh become enemies to 
yourselves, disturbers of the state and 
curses to the world. 

The furction of the parent extends further 
than the exercise of authority. He is to 
be an educator of his children. ‘‘Bring them 
up in the nurture and admonition of the 
Lord.”” ‘“‘Ye shall teatn these words unto 
your children, talking of them, when thou 
sittest in thine house, and when thou walk- 
est by the way, and when.-thou liest down, 
and when thou risest up.”’ 

This is a duty which no father can trans- 
fer to another, without staining his soul 
with the sin of wilful disobedience, and 
without sacrificing in a great degree the 
highest welfare: of his children. Other per- 
cons may teach my child philosophy,science, 
history and literature better than I, but no 
human being can teach them morality and 
religion as successfully as I, because my 
teaching is invested naturally with an au- 
thority which can never be delegated to an- 
other. God would have — father to be 
prophet, priest and king his own house- 
hold. Standing in this relation to his child, 
he can do more for his inoral and religious 
training than any other human teacher. 

In our day; @etherhood is a cheap privi- 
lege; it costs nothing but money. The aver- 
age father thinks that his solitary function 
in the family is to make money and pay 
bills. Such a parent is unworthy of the 
children that God has given him. He repu- 
diates his most sacred obligations, and if 
his sons and daughters grow up without 
moral discipline, and go out to the world 
and fall into vice and shame and then die 
without hope and without God, he will 
stand before the bar of final judgment 
chargeable witn their destruction, and gear 
from the lips of the righteous -udge the 
awful sentence ‘‘Depart from Me.”’ 

How easy it is to turn the thoughts, af- 
fections and activities of our children into 
right channels and toward God and heaven, 
if we begin with the beginning of their sus- 
ceptibility to divine truth. But the majority 
of parents allow this 1nost favorable oppor- 
tunity for leading their children into the 
kingdom of God to pass without any effort 
to improve it. In this day, if a child is 
not converted before he is fifteen, it is 
more than probable that he will join himself 
to some idol, and live and die impenitent 
and irreligious. 

To bring up chiidren in the nurture and 
admonition of the Lord, parental teaching 
must be supported by parental example. 
The father whose speech is sometimes vul- 
gar and profane, may entreat h.s sons to 
preserve clean lips, but seeing his inconsis- 
tency they will not regard his precepts. 
The man who runs a distillery, or liquor 
store, or who rents his building to another 
to Oe used-as a barroom, is wasting his 
breath when he stands before his children 
saying, ‘‘Touch not, taste not, handle not.’’ 
Parental authornty and precept will not 
shield a son against the temptation to gam- 
ble, while the father belongs to a club in 
which gambiing is permitted, and the moth- 
er gives progressive euchre parties and 
awards prizes to the successful player. In 
vain do parents read to their children that 
solemn admonition of sacred writ, “Love 
not the world nor the things of the world,

banish from the mind every thought of God, 
judgment and eternity, and fan the love of 
worldliness into a consuming flame. In vain 
does a man open the old family Bible, about 
which tender and sacred memories cluster, 
and read to his children those words of 
heavenly wisdon, ‘‘seek ye first the kingdom 
of God and His righteouspess,’’ while it is 
apparent to them that the uppermost thing 
in his own mind and heart is not God's 
kingdom, but money. In vain does he extol 
before then the nobility of candor, truth- 
fulness and fair-dealing, when they know 
that he is in ciosest fellowship and alliance 
wiht men who are seeking political promo- 
tion by means which are deceitful and dis- 
honest in the last degree. 

I have before my mind’s eye a distinguish- 
ed stateman who, in the midst of a great 
debate in the senate of the United States, 
would take time to write letters to his sons 
on the supreme importance of persona: pur- 
ity. Knowing him to be destitute of the vir- 
tue he so earnestly and eloquently com- 
mended to them, they despised his counsel, 
unbridled their lust, and made themselves 
as ul.clean and vile ag he. 

In vain does the mother send her children 
to the Sunday school to be taught the word 
of God, so long as she makes no use of the 
Bible at home to train thgm in the nurture 
and admonition of the Lord. 

What Napoleon said of France is eminent- 
ly true of our own country—‘“she needs 
mothers.” Give us a great army of moth- 
ers, who place the moral and religious wel- 
fare of their children above all social cul- 
ture, advancement and pleasure, and whose 
daily walk and conduct illustrate the sin- 
cerity of their. professions of piety, and we 
will, ere long, uproot and destroy everything 


which threatens the prosperity and happi- | 


ness of our land, and home will become the 
nursery of every social virtue, society will 
be cleansed of its defilements and the pillars 
of our free government will be as strong 
and enduring as the everlasting hills. 

Save the love of Christ, I have no richer 
heritage than the example of my Christian 
parents. I may become the worst of prodi- 
gals; I may wander through ail the world 
and plunge into every excess of dissipation, 
and vice, I may vecome a thief and pirate, 
but I can never be an infidel. Living or dy- 
ing there will rise before me, like the morn- 
ing star, one argument that can:mever be 
overthrown—the godly example of my fath- 
er and mother. I may fall out wito a‘4 
mankind, and become cynical and sour 
enough to swear the whole race to hell, 
but I can never be depraved enough to 
think that my father and mother, who lived 
so nobly and died so gloriously, are in that 
place of outer darkness. I could sooner 
quench the light of day than extinguish my 
belief of their blissful immortality some- 
where in God’s great universe. Such a 
father and mother in every nome would in- 
sure the speedy realization of John’s vision 
of ‘“‘the new heaven and the new earth.” 

My brother, what is your home? Is it a 
nursery of virtue? Is it a fountain of bless- 
ing to the community? Is it a home un- 
stained by vice? Is it a home in which the 
divine Master is loved and honored, and in 
which he delights to abide&™ Are you rear- 
ing there children for the Lord—children 
who shall go forth to the worla equipped 
for battle with the foes of truth and right? 
Can you say with God's servant of old: 
“As for me and my house, we will serve the 
Lord?’ If to these questions you can hon- 
estly answer, “yea,” I pronounce you bless- 
ed. You are patriot, philanthropist and 
Christian, of the truest and noblest type. 
In God’s name_I promise you a life of in- 
creasing pleasantness and peace, a joyous 
and triumphant death, a royal welcome at 
the gates of heaven.and a crown of stars 
that will glow with resplendant beauty

St. Luke’s Cathedral. 


The congregation of St. Luke’s cathedral 
welcomed Dr. Barrett’s return from his ex- 
tended mission tour with much pleasure, 
and there was a large attendance in spite 
of the rainy day. Dr. Tupper was present 
and read the service and Dr. Barrett 
preached an excellent sermon on the gospel 
for the day—‘‘The Temptation of Christ.” 

Dr. Barrett said that it might seem 
strange that the story of Christ’s tempta- 
tion after His forty days’ fast is appointed 
for the beginning of Lent, but this was to 
remind us that after the retirement of 
Lent came fhe temptation of and struggles 
with the world, that we might so use the 
opportunities of Lent as to prepare for 
them. When the temptation came Christ 
had just completed His fast of forty days. 
These were spent in the weird, wild and 
desert country east of the Dead sea. He 
was then a young man, just thirty years 
old, and was doubtless _ first be- 
coming certain that: He was the Messiah 
and of the mission to which He was 
called. And then the devil came and tempt- 
ed Him. He may have come in a visible 
form and he may not, the Bible does not 
tell us; but it is certain that the temptation 
was from without. It is well to realize this, 
that there is a malignant spirit that works 
for evil, besides the temptations of our 
own heart and of the world...The devil did 
not tempt Christ with any o— or material 
things, he knew they would be useless, but 
with what seemed specially alluring as aids 
to the mission which He was just ready 
to begin. 

There were three views as to the work 
which the Messiah would do. The Essenes, 
some of whom, also leading an ascetic life, 
Christ may have met in the wilderness, 
locked for a great prophet. But their idea 
of Him was material. He was to a 
miracle worker, or sort of religious necro- 
mancer. As meeting the views of this class 
Christ is first teMpted to begin his career

It is the difference between 
rowing up the stream and rowing down it. 
This is our practical lesson from this in- 

It helps us to withstand tempta- 
We should remember that he was in 
all points tempted like ourselves, anil is 
touched with a feeling of our infirmaties, 
and the best thing we can-do when tempted 
is to take it all to him for aid. “Angels 
ministered unto him,”’ and spirits near to 
God and the presence of Christ himself 
will then assist us.

Work is necessary; we have been com- 
manded to work, and if our work is in the 
right spirit, however litt!e it may be, it is 
entitled to its reward. The world is now 
in its last hours, the necessity of accom- 
plishing something is plain, and His call is 
ringing in our ears, ‘Why stand ye here 
idle?” The Master offers us employment, 
why do we delay in accepting it? There is 
no stated time when man may leave his 
work. It must go on until the darkness of 
the end of the world. The present twilight 
of day is suitable for the accomplishment 
of great deeds; the cool of the evening is 
the time when the greatest good may be 
brought about with the ‘east effort. — 

How great is our responsibility! We are 
standing on the heights of time, and the 
words of Napoleon to his soldiers that 
thirty centuries were looking down upon 
them reminds us that forty centuries, filled 
with the good deeds of scores of genera- 
tions, confront us today. We must not 
prove unworthy of the martyred Chris- 
tians, who, by their sufferings, have made 
our work easy. We must give attention to 
every detail in little things before we can 
hope to succeed in great undertakings. 
There may have been failures in our past 
work, but let us put the darkness of the 
past behind us forever and press on to the 
eternal light.

Cotton Is Too Low. 
PRODUCTION AND CONSUMPTION 


Soup Pigures on the American Crop and 
_ theiAmount the English Spinners 
<< Use Year by Year. 


In the last issue of Bradstreet’s a very 
interesting article «is published under the 
heag of ‘‘The Outlook for Cotton Prices.” 
It says bullish expectations as to cotton 
prices, though rather in abeyance at present, 
owing to the general depression in trade, 
and the large American crop movement, 
are yery evident an@ only postponed,and 
not abandoned; and >that a crop, by many 
authorities, of 8,100,0u bales o: American 
cotton will be nee@ed this year. A recent 
contribution to cotton is Mr. Anton “Hvis- 
tendahl’s Review, puDlished in London, 
about the close of January. In his circular 
he adopts a plan begun in 1886, of estimat- 
ing the actual consumption and supply otf 
American cotton over a period of years, 
with the following result:

The sendin pa cee this table is 
that during the seasons from 1886 to 1889, 
inclusive, supplies were cn a par with 
consumption. In 1890-91 and 1891-92 the pro- 
duction of American cotton was far in ex- 
cess of the world’s needs. While this fact 
by itself would seem sufficient to account 
for the decline in cotton to 4d, and for a 
short time even below that price, attention 
is called to other depressing factors at that 
timée ruling fn thé ‘cott60n trade. Not only 
were stocks of cotton frabrics all 
the world very large, but the cotton trade 
of Great Britain, at least, was at that time 
being conducted at a loss, and several im- 
portant consuming countries were experienc- 
ing commercial and financial depression. 
Admitting that a price of 4d or below was 
justified then, Mr. Hvistendahl asks what 
possible ground can there be for looking 
for such prices now when conditions are ab- 
solutely reversed. In place of heavy stocks 
- of ‘manufactured goods there are now no 
large stocks held. Lancashire spinners and 
manufacturers are doing a profitable busi- 
ness and there are distinct signs that the 
great universal depression in business is 
passing away. 

Regarding American crop prospects M-. 
Hvistendahl says that if smaller estimates 
of the present American crop prove correct 
the cotton trade will have to prepare for 
much higher prices than those now ruling. 
For his own part, he has entertained a 
deep conviction all along that there is not 
the remotest chance of 7,700,000 bales as a 
commercial crop unless prices advanced 
very materially. He says: ‘“‘When I find 
that an authority like Bradstreet’s comes 
out at the very end of December with an es- 
timate under 7,000,000 bales, then I do say 
that the chairces afe against the high fig- 
ures indicated by Mr. Neill.”” Even if the 
maximum yield is reached, however, he 
thinks that present prices of cotton are too 
low. In view of the ever-increasing requtre- 
ments of the world of fabrics made from 
cotton, which will render necessary an 
Ameri@an crop of 8,300,000 bales in 1894-'95, 
8,500,000 bales in 1895-96, 8,700,000 bales in 
1896-’97 and 8,900,000 bales in 1897-’98, it is very 
desirable that some inducement should be 
offered to planters to raise a-crop sufficient 
to meet the wants of the world. He then 
asks: “What chance is there of the south 
even trying to plant such crops unless prices 
advance at least 4%d per peund for middling 
uplands?’ 

Mr. Hvistendah!l accepts as correct the es- 
timate of 8,100,000 bales as the probable ac- 
tual consumption of American cotton .dur- 
ing the présent season. Regarding the pres- 
ent large stocks in Liverpool and the large 
visible supply of American cotton, he gives 
as his opinion that the visible supply is cer- 
tain to be materially reduced by the end 
of this season. He will not commit himself 
to any figures of reduction because of the 
fact that the size of the present American 
crop and what the cotton spinners’ action 
may be in regard to it are and must yet re- 
main unknown. He says that spinners no- 
where hold any reserve stocks of cotton, 
and fifére is a possibility in case of a smal] 
crop being likely that as miuch as 400,000 
bales may be transferred from visible to 
invisible supply through large purchases ey- 
ery where--purchases made not through fear 
of scarcity or insufficiency of cotton for the 
next nine months, but through very legiti- 
mate fears that cotton would advance con- 
siderably beyond present values. The un- 
settled condition of the Indian silver market 
and the action of the Indian government, 
while checking temporarily Manchester bus- 
iness with India, will, in Mr. Hvistendahl’s 
opinion, be attended ultimately with bene- 
ficial results. There was danger of the In- 
dian business being overdone. Mr. Hvisten- 
dahl quotes with approval a recent article 


in The Statist on “The Coming Rise In 


Prices,’’ and says in conclusion: “I venture 
to express the opinion that the conditions 
which led ‘to the price of middling uplands 
falling below 4d per pound no longer exist. 
Statistically, commercially and financially 
the position has very materially improved, 
and for these reasons I look for an advance 
fn ‘the price of cotton.’
